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What God Hath foined Together - - - - 


Text: Mark 10:9, 11, 12, “What 
therefore God hath joined together, let 
not man put asunder. And he saith unto 
them, Whosoever shall put away his wife, 
and marry another, committeth adultery 
against her. And if a woman shall put 
away her husband, and be married to an- 
other, she committeth adultery.” 

Rom. 7:4, “Wherefore, my brethren, 
ye also are become dead to the law by the 
body of Christ; that ye should be mar- 
ried to another, even to him (Christ) 
who is raised from the dead.” 

God joined man and wife together and 
what He has joined together, let not man 
put asunder. Now I am taking this pas- 
sage out of its original setting. My ob- 
ject is to prove that God has joined to- 
gether salvation and bodily healing. 

Let us unfold, by the help of the Spirit 
of God, Isa. 53:3, 4. Reading from the 
Hebrew, “He was despised and avoided 
by men; a man afflicted by pain, and 
familiar with sickness. Yet it was our 
sickness that he bore, and our pain that 
he carried.” 

Did not God join these two benefits to- 
gether? What God has joined together, let 
not man put asunder. 

Today men turn their souls over to the 
clergyman and their bodies to the physi- 
cian. Isa. 53:4 reads, “Surely he hath 
borne our griefs, (the Hebrew word for 
‘grief’ is ‘kholee’ which means ‘sickness’) 
and carried our sorrows’ (the word ‘sor- 
rows’ in Hebrew is ‘makof’ and means 
‘pain’). 


There is no Bible schoiar on earth that 


can deny that God -has joined salvation 
and bodily healing together. 

Matt. 8:16, 17, ‘““When the even was 
come, they brought unto him many that 
were possessed with devils: and he cast 
out the spirits with his word, and healed 
all that were sick: that it might be ful- 
filled which was spoken by Esaias.” Isa. 
53:3, 4. The prophet said, “Himself took 
our infirmities, and bore our sicknesses.” 
What God hath joined together let no 
man put asunder. Isa. 53:11, 12, “For he 
shall bear their iniquities, . . . and he 
bare the sin of many.” Verse 5, ““He was 
bruised for our iniquities: . . . and with 
his stripes we are healed.”’ Peter quotes 
this (1 Peter 2:24), “Who his own self 
bare our sins in his own body on the 
tree, that we, being dead to sins, should 
live unto righteousness: by whose stripes 
ye were healed.” Here Peter joins these 
two benefits together. What God hath 
joined together, let not man put asun- 
der. 

Again, David, by the Holy Spirit, 
joined these two together. Psa. 103:1-5, 
“Bless the Lord, O my soul: and all that 
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is within me, bless his holy name. Bless 
the Lord, O my soul, and forget not all 
his benefits.” First benefit—‘who for- 
giveth all thine iniquities.” Second bene- 
fit—‘‘who healeth all thy diseases.” God 
joined these two benefits together. Now 
what God-has joined together, let not 
man put asunder. 

From Calvary flowed two great 
streams. One was for time and the other 
for eternity, but because of the lack of 
faith in the ministry, the great stream of 
time broke out in the early church, and 
ran about 250 years and began to sink 
away into the sands of doubt. Now it is 
gone from the churches. Thank God, it 
bubbles up once in a while. Jer. 17:13- 
15, They have forsaken the Lord, the 
fountain of living waters. “Heal me, O 
Lord, and I shall be healed; save me, and 
I shall be saved: for thou art my praise. 
Behold, they say unto me, Where is the 
word of the Lord? let it come now.” 
The Word of the Lord is that God joined 
these two great streams together. 

There are seven Jehovahs in the Old 
Testament. Each one of them has a dif- 
ferent meaning. I am only mentioning 
two of them. (1) Jechovah-jireh, Gen. 22: 
14, “And Abraham called the name of 
that place Jehovah-jireh,” which means 
“the Lord, our provider.” Thank God, 
He did provide a Lamb for us and let us 
go free. (2) The second is Jehovah-rapha. 
It means “I am the Lord that healeth 
thee,” Ex. 15:26b. Thank God, Jehovah- 
jireh and Jehovah-rapha are joined to- 
gether and what God has poined together 
let not man put asunder. 

The last words of Jesus Christ on earth 
are found in Mark 16:16, “He that be- 
lieveth and is baptized shall be saved; 


but he that believeth not shall be 
damned. . . . They shall lay hands on 
the sick, and they shall recover.” Jesus 
Christ has joined these two together, and 
what Christ has joined together, let no 
preacher put asunder. Luke 9:1, “Then 
he called his disciples together, and gave 
them power and authority over all devils, 
and to cure diseases.” Verse 6, ““And they 
departed, and went through the towns, 
preaching the gospel, and healing every 
where.” I hear someone saying, “It is su- 
pernatural, and contrary to nature for 
God to heal.” It is contrary to nature, 
and unnatural, that one should have eyes 
and not see, ears and not hear, organs of 
speech and not be able to speak, legs and 
not be able to walk. 


James 1:17, “Every good gift and ev- 
ery perfect gift is from above, and com- 
eth down from the Father of lights, with 
whom is no variableness, neither shadow 
of turning.” Jesus Christ the same yes- 
terday, and today, and forever. 


Once more, to prove that physical heal- 
ing was atoned for in the broken body of 
Christ, read 1 Cor. 11:29, “For he that 
eateth and drinketh unworthily, eateth 
and drinketh damnation to himself, not 
discerning the Lord’s body.” The Greek 
word for “discerning” is ‘‘dia-krinon” 
and means to make distinction between 
the bread (body) and wine (blood). No- 
tice, the blood was shed for the soul’s sin, 
and the body was bruised (broken) for 
our physical bodies. The trouble with 
God’s children is that they do not make a 
distinction between blood and body, or 
wine and bread. Now, to prove that it 
was atoned for in His body read 1 Cor. 
11:30, “For this cause many are weak 
and sickly among you, and many sleep,” 
in other words, for this cause many are 
weak, sickly, in bad health, and many 
are dead. For what cause? The cause of 
not discerning or making a distinction 
between Jesus’ blood and His body. 

What did the Israelites do with the 
blood? Put it on the door posts, For what 
purpose? Protection. What did they do 
with the body? They ate it. There was 
not a sick one among them for forty 
years. I hear someone say, “But my sick- 
ness is to the glory of God.” All right if 
you die, and Jesus raises you from the 
dead, then I will believe your sickness 
was to the glory of God. Someone says, 
Yes, but Paul, an apostle, was sick.” 
2 Cor. 12:5, “I will not glory but in mine 
infirmities.” Someone said infirmities 
meant sickness. 

One man once made this stafement: 
“Here is just what Paul was saying, ‘I 
will glory in my opthalmia. My eyes may

But leaving the candle of fanaticism as an extreme on 
the one hand and that rigid conservatism on the other, there is 
a middle road of enthusiastic zeal that belongs in every move- 
ment that is to make progress and that belongs to every indi- 
vidual whose life is to be worth while in his community. John 
Bunyan was an enthusiast. John Wesley was an enthusiast. Great 
movements that have grown to such enormous proportions 
have grown because they have had enthusiastic leaders. 
Going back to the very beginning of Christianity. Its mar- 
velous spread is due to the enthusiasm of the disciples of our 
Lord who were scattered abroad, 
preaching the gospel as they went,

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Question: Will you please explain in 
the question Box Rev. 22:157—W. W. 
H. 

Answer: The scripture within itself is 
very plain, unless it be for the word 
“dogs” which is included among those not 
admitted into the city. Since this term is 
used along with sorcerers, whoremongers, 
murderers, and idolaters, it is evident that 
it refers to men and not the four-legged 
animals. A dog was considered the very 
lowest of animals, hence people who had 
prostituted themselves to a vile life were 
referred to as dogs. This is especially true 
of those who had defiled themselves with 
mankind. Read Rom. 1:26, 27, 29. 

Question: Please enlighten me concern- 
ing the gift of discernment. 1 Cor. 12: 
10, and what is the proper way for it to 
be used in the Church?—W. J. P. 


Answer: The gift of discernment is 
cataloged with the other gifts of the Spirit 
and the 12th, 13th, and 14th chapters of 
First Corinthians were written by the 
Apostle Paul to enlighten the Church at 
Corinth on spiritual gifts and to give 
them directions for their regulations in 
the Church. It might be well to note the 
first verse of the 12th chapter. “Now 
concerning spiritual gifts, brethren, I 
would not have you ignorant.” Then in 
the 7th verse, the necessity of regulation 
is shown. “But the manifestation of the 
Spirit is given to every man to profit 
withal.” Just what the conditions were 
in the Corinthian church can be drawn 
only from these three epistles, but it is 
evident that the use of the gifts had been 
badly abused. In the 14th chapter 
specific regulations are given for the gift 
of prophecy and the gift of tongues and 
of interpretation. It is clearly shown that 
the gift of tongues within itself is an in- 
complete gift and that it is necessary that 
the gift of interpretation be in the 
Church for the completion of the work 
of the gift of tongues. Though no such 
specific order is given for the gift of dis- 
cernment, it is also clearly disclosed by 
the fact that the Apostle Paul mentions 
wisdom as the first gift in chapter 12. 
The gift of discernment without the gift 
of wisdom, if exercised, would certainly 
be perilous, and as far as the setting of the 
gifts in the Church, if the Spirit of God 
were to have His right of way, of course 
they would be set right and the results 
would always be right. It is an easy mat- 
ter, however, for people who seem to have 
an insight on such things before they hap- 
pen, to feel that they have the gift of 
discernment, but it is evident from the 
conditions of the Church of Corinth, as 
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described in chapter 14, that good organi- 
zation and government is necessary for 
and to the orderly regulation of gifts. 
Question: We find in the 3rd chapter 
of Daniel that there were three men sac- 
rificed to the burning fiery furnace to 
appease the wrath of Nebuchadnezzar, 
the king. The 23d verse says, “There were 
four men in the furnace and the form of 
the fourth was like the Son of God.” Was 


the fourth man Jesus?—E. B. 


Answer: No, the fourth man seen in 
the fiery furnace, to which reference has 
been made, was not Jesus. The word “‘Je- 
sus” is a Greek form and is the equiva- 
lent of Joshua of the Old Testament, 
both meaning a Savior. Jesus is termed 
the “Only Begotten of the Father” and 
He was born of the virgin Mary. This was 
the beginning of the life of Jesus the God 
man, but He had a human body and was 
a human being just as we. Since He is al- 
so called Emmanuel, which being inter- 
preted is “God with us,” He was coexist- 
ent with the Father but not as Jesus the 
Son of God and Jesus the Son of man. 
The Bible tells us that Nebuchadnezzar 
saw one and said, “The fourth is like the 
Son of God.” This was an expression of 
Nebuchadnezzar because of that glorious 
appearance that distinguished him who 
was not human from the others. It merely 
means that the fourth was like unto what 
appeared to Nebuchadnezzar to be the 
Son of God though he himself had pos- 
sibly never seen a deity. The glorious ex- 
pression on His face would give Nebu- 
chadnezzar that idea. The fourth man 
was evidently the angel of God. 

Question: Where is the verse in the 
Bible that reads something like this, “The 
north shall come against the south as a 
whirlwind,” and what is the meaning of 
it?—E, D. G. 


Answer: The nearest scripture to the 
above is found in Dan. 11:40, “And at 
the time of the end shall the king of the 
south push at him: and the king of the 
north shall come against him like a whirl- 
wind, with chariots, and with horsemen, 
and with many ships; and he shall enter 
into the countries, and shall overflow and 
pass over.” The king of the south is the 
king of Egypt. The king of the north is 
the king of Syria. The setting here is the 
time of the end and the context, begin- 
ning at the 36th verse, describes the little 
horn or the antichrist and his movements. 
For a parallel to this scripture, please read 
Ezekiel 38 and 39. 

Question: Please explain 1 Tim. 4:4, 
also Lev. 7:2. Does not God cleanse meats 
and drinks when we have faith under the 
New Testament covenant?—M. R. 

Answer: In accepting the New Testa-

If you are a believer in the Lord 
Jesus Christ and confide in Him only, 
you are saved and are on your way to 
heaven which will be your eternal resi- 
dence. If you have not yet accepted the 
Lord Jesus as your Savior, then the con- 
sequence of sins not pardoned and for 
depreciation of the value of the precious 
blood which He spilled on Calvary be- 
cause of His love for sinners, is you are 
travelling toward hell.

taph, “Do not pray for me; it is not 
necessary. The residue that reposes low 
will soar above the stars.” This inscrip- 
tion was written of a faithful believer 
in Christ who had read in the New Tes- 
tament these words of the Lord Jesus, “I 
am the resurrection, and the life: he that 
believeth in me, though he were dead, yet 
shall he live,” St. John 11:25. In another 
message Jesus says, “He that believeth not 
the Son shall not see life,” St. John 3:36. 
He knew that the sentence pronounced 
was irrevocable. 

Those who die in the Lord go to the 
place where He is and there is no need to 
pray for them; and we can certainly do 
nothing for those who rebel against God, 
for no such thing as purgatory exists. 
St. Paul, when facing death, did not 


think of a purgatory but of entering in- 
to endless repose; not to fire purification. 
He said, “There is therefore now no con- 
demnation to them which are in Christ 
Jesus.” It is not Christian to pray for 
those who are dead. Open the great book 
called the Bible. There read the orations 
of kings, of the apostles, of men, women, 
etc. There you find orations in favor of 
the nation, of towns, of society, of the 
family, of individuals, of the poor, of the 
sick, of the doleful, of the sinner, of the 
faithful, etc.; but you do not encounter 
there a single adoration of death. This si- 
lence is suggestive. St. Paul in his epistles 
admonishes Christians to pray but not a 
time is there advice or command to pray 
for the deceased. If souls were to be 
prayed out of torment, the result would 
be that only the rich would be saved. The 
poor would be lost because they could not 
pay for the souls of their dead. This is an 
insult to God for His Word teaches, ‘“The 
blood of Jesus Christ His Son cleanseth 
us from all sin.” 1 John 1:7.

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READER’S DIGEST for May carries 
a very timely article written by Stanley 
High entitled “HITLER’S ERSATZ RE- 
LIGION.” I quote liberally in order that 
our people may see the drift of totalita- 
rian states, and see how the dictator 
countries are preparing the way for the 
coming of antichrist. “The Nazis have 
set up a new religion in Germany whose 
ERSATZ god sanctifies Nazi ambitions 
and justifies Nazi blood lust. Its god is 
Germany, Hitler is its Christ. Its Bible is 
Mein Kampf (Hitler’s book wherein he 
sets forth fully and frankly his plans for 
world dominion). This prostitution of re- 
ligion has its own creed, prayers, sacra- 
ments of confirmation and marriage and 
ceremonials of christening and __ burial 
. . - The whole power of the party is 
behind the effort to uproot Christianity 
and substitute for it a heathen ritualism 
... “The German faith movement 
(said one of its spokesmen) acknowl- 
edges only one lord, Adolf Hitler. Christ 
was great but Hitler is greater.” Fre- 
quently Hitler is spoken of as “our Re- 
deemer.” In many government orphan- 
ages a prayer to Hitler is required of the 
children before every meal: “To thee I 
owe, alone, my daly bread; abandon me 
never, with me forever abide, Fuehrer, 
my faith and my light.” The ministry of 
the German Interior warns German par- 
ents that names taken from the Bible 
or names of Saints or Christian martyrs 
will no longer be accepted by the state. 
Among those banned because of _ their 
non-Nazi connotations are Anna, Eliza- 


beth, Jacob, John, Mary and Michael. 
“Christmas,” solemnly affirm the Nazi 


researchers, “did not originate with 
Christ at all. It originated with Wotan, 
a 100 per cent German god and one of the 
first and greatest Nazis. So, for the Nazi 
Christmas, neopagan hymns are offered, 
sung to familiar Christian tunes.

The story cannot 
yet be grasped in all of its details, but 
even the broad outlines are shocking and 
sordid—how Adolf Hitler has used 
religious faith, how he has destroyed it, 
and perverted it. He is unquestionably 
the nearest approach to an antichrist that 
modern civilization has known. And 
should he win the war, it will be due in 
no small part to the d-abolical cleverness 
with which he has used religion and the 
religious instinct, even as he has used his 
submarines and his tanks and his dive 
bombers.” The writer of the above is 
foreign editor ‘of a great newspaper. 
Further in his article he quotes Matthew 
24. 


Under a date line of May 4, the As- 
sociated Press quotes Dr. James S$. Con- 
ant, President of Harvard University, as 
saying: “Our best hope of avoiding later 
battle against desperate odds is to BE- 
COME A NAVAL BELLIGERENT, It 
is not too late. But the hour for action 
has clearly struck. I believe the nation 
is ready to join the fight for freedom. 
Unless we are ready to yield the control 
of this hemisphere to the Axis powers, 
this country must sooner or later fight.” 
Dr. Conant is not the only advocate of 
entering the present war. Much is said 
of “Convoys” in late days. That means 
simply that we will ship needed articles 
of war to Britain AND ENDEAVOR 
TO INSURE THEIR DELIVERY BY 
OUR NAVAL FORCES. If our govern- 


ment orders this step, which appears |.ke- 
ly, it will be because they realize that 
will be Britain’s only chance of winning 
the war. IF AND WHEN WE TAKE 
THIS STEP WE BECOME A FULL- 
FLEDGED BELLIGERENT; 

Under date of May 4th, the following 
news was reported: “President Roosevelt 
was asked yesterday in a telegraphic ap- 
peal by 500 leading Jews to intercede with 
Great Britain “to permit the formation 
immediately of a Jewish army in Pales- 
tine” and “to equip that army with ade- 
quate material of war.” “Defeatism at 
this juncture on the part of the Jews 
would be a renunciation of the very prin- 
ciples which your people have contrib- 
uted to civilization. The battle for 
Britain, the battle for Palestine, the bat- 
tle for the principle that law and right 
is above men, the battle for the rights 
of Jewry, is all one battle; one and in- 
dvisible.” The article further stated that 
“Palestine has absorbed some 300,000 im- 
migrants from the Nazi-dominated lands 
of Europe.” The readers will please note 
that the fighting is drawing nearer and 
nearer the Palestinian country. Asia and 
Asia Minor are becoming more warlike 
day by day. Long since the c.ties of the 
“Holy Land” have had nightly black- 
outs. 

The current issue of the NEW RE- 
PUBLIC carries an article by Michael 
Straight, asserting that in September, Oc- 
tober and November of 1940 the Gestapo 
executed 85,000 blind, aged or incurably 
ill persons in Germany because they were 
unable to contribute to the German war 
effort. “These were put to death as 
casually as the Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Animals choloroforms 
old and helpless dogs.” These things are 
difficult to believe. The NEW REPUB- 

IC, however, is a noteworthy magazine 
of current thought. I quote one para- 
graph: “There is a big hospital near 
Urach in Wurtemburg. In September tke 
priests at Urach noticed that the elderly 
people in the hospital were dying in in- 
creasing numbers.
